Reasons of Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The close prior art to the current invention are Kahsnitz et al (US 5,177,229) and 
Bremus et al (US 5,008,046) and Aslam et al (Kirk -Othermer Encyclopedia of Chemical 
Technology, vol. 10, 12/4/2000, p.477). 

Kahsnitz et al discloses the process for the preparation of ester in the followings :

Furthermore, Aslam et al discloses the use of the various catalysts in the esterification 

process . 

The instant invention, however, differs from the prior art in that there is no suggestion 
that there are two separate esterifications in the presence of the heterogeneous catalyst; the 
step is involved in removing water before feeding into the main countercurrent reactor with 
attached rectifying column on top. Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been 
obvious to the person with an ordinary skill in the art.
